CLAIMS ON LUNG 
CANCER SMOKING 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP) 
~Two university medical men 
said today that statistics sug- 
gesting a cause-and-effect rela- 
tionship between smoking and 
lung cancer are unsupported by 
proof. 

They were Dr. Harry S. N. 
Greene, chairman of the depart- 
ment of pathology of Yale Uni- 
versity Medical School, and Dr. 
Ian G. MacDonald, clinical pro- 
fessor of surgery at the Univer- 
sity of Southern California 
Medical School. 

They testified before a House 
Government Operations sub- 
committee whose chairman, 
Representative John A. Blatnik 
(Dem.), Minnesota, said at the 
start of the day's hearing that 
the tobacco industry has been 
“conspicuously absent” from 
the inquiry. The subcommittee 
is studying the effects of smok- 
ing and what degree of protec- 
tion is afforded by cigarette 
filters. 

Blatnik said the industry has 


been invited to testify, but de- ; 


clined to send representatives.

“‘*Acute gastritis’ was for- 
merly a common inclusive term 
employed when the actual cause 
of death was not obvious,” he 
testified, “but as a result of the 
present widespread ‘educational’ 
propaganda, the diagnosis of 
cancer has been substituted,” 
he said. 

He challenged what he: said 
were “discrepancies” in statisti- 
cal fundings that “strongly sug- 
gest a conclusion contrary to 
that drawn” by researchers. 

“First,” he Stated, “the inci- 
dence of lung cancer has been 
found to be greater in cities 
than in the country, and sec- 
ond, the incidence is much 
greater in males than females. 

“The, discrepancies here re- 
late to the facts that country 
people smoke as much if not 
more than do city people, and 
that the consumption of cig- 
arettes by many females equals 
or surpasses that by many 
males.

He said the proposed charter 
would permit license taxes to 
be levied on additional types of 
businesses, but that none could 
be imposed without subsequent 
enactment of ordinances by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

One person said the pro- 
posed charter would permit the 
city to tax horse races. He 
cited this as an example “of 
how poorly the echarter was 
drawn, because horse racing is 
not legal in Missouri.” 

In reply, Poelker asserted the 
provision was included because 
of the possibility the Missouri 
Levislature may legalize betting 
on horse races in the future. In 
that event, the city would be in 
a position to levy a tax on 
horse racing without having to 
amend the charter for that pur- 
pose, he said. 

Denies Higher Cost. | 


Poelker, who is supporting 4 
the charter proposal although 
its adoption would abolish his | 
job as comptroller, asserted the | 
proposal would not result in 
higher eost of city govern- * 
ment. 

“With or without the new {i 
charter, the city’s budget for 
the next year will be about the 
same as it is now,” he said ; 

Magistrate Anton  Sestric. 
Democratic committeeman oi 
the Eighth Ward, said today he 
is opposing adoption of the pro- 
posal because he thinks it 
would increase the cost of cit 
government $8,000,000 a year 

The additional expenses would 
result, he contended, because 
the new charter would create 
four new city directors, seven 
additional commissions and re- 
quire the employment of “hun- 
dreds of additional city 
workers.” 

Sestric, one of the few Dem- 
ocratic committeemen who sup- 
ported Mayor Tucker ia his 
1953 race for the office, said 
city expenses have increased 
from $39,000,000 to $58,000,000 
in the last five years, and “the 
people dq not want any more 
taxes.” 

Indorsement of the charter 
proposal by the executive com- 
mittee of the General Council 
on Civic Needs, which repre- 
sents more than 100 neighbor- 
hood organizations, was an- 
nounced yesterday. The com- 
mittee urged its member or- 
ganizations to support and work 
for the proposal.

He said the new charter. 
would require compensation of 
city employes for overtime 
work within 90 days, either in - 
the form of additional pay or 
time off. It also would require 
that employes and employe rep- 
resentatives be consulted be-— 
fore a new or revised pay plan 
is drafted. The present charter 
does not contain these benefits, | 
Callanan said.

to the need for new or revised plans 
of compensation plan regulations. 

The above items apply to all civil 
service employes.

The First Amputation 


Senate adoption of the Anderson-Aiken 
amendment to the civil rights bill is like cutting 
off a man’s arm—not necessarily fatal, but by 


_ mo means to be construed as desirable. 


No true friend of civil rights could have sup- 
ported this amendment. It is a matter of regret 
that 34 Democrats and 18 Republicans did so— 
and of special regret that the Democrats in- 
cluded 10 Senators from outside the South who, 
had they voted the other way, could have tipped 
the balance. 

The amendment eliminates Section 3 of the 
Administration bill. This means that the meas- 


ure now authorizes the use of civil injunctive 


procedure to protect the right to vote, but with- 
holds the same protection from such constitu- 
tional rights, all with an equal claim to protec- 
tion, as these: 
The right to be a litigant; to serve on a 
jury; to have a fair trial when charged with 
a crime; to be free from brutality at the 
hands of law-enforcement officials; to be 
represented by counsel; to be free from 
mob violence while in federal custody; to 
have access to public employment, facilities 
and schools without discrimination on ac- 
count of race and color; the right to free 


assembly, free speech, freedom of re- 
ligion ... 


These are some, not all, of the equal rights 
before the law which have been defined by 
court decisions and statutes as subject to fed- 
eral guarantee under the Fourteenth and Fif- 
teenth Amendments. How much sense does it 
make for the United States Senate to say that 
these rights shall not be protected by the civil 
injunctive procedure, though the right to vote 
can be? Obviously, Wednesday's vote was one 
of expediency and appeasement. 

Politically, the vote can only be regarded as 
a gain for the G.O.P. For though 18 Republi- 
cans did help to pass the amendment, 25 of 
them voted against it—nearly twice as strong 
an opposition as the Democrats with 13 could 
muster. 


The G.O.P. opponents were a curious combl- 
nation of “Eisenhower Republicans,” such as 
Case of New Jersey, Javits of New York and 
Cooper of Kentucky, with such conservatives 
as Knowland, Jenner, Capehart and Revercomb. 
The Democratic opponents included most of the 
urban liberals, such as Douglas of Illinois, 
McNamara of Michigan and Humphrey of Min- 
nesota, together with five westerners—Carroll 
of Colorado; Jackson and Magnuson of Wash- 
ington, Morse and Neuberger of Oregon. Both 
of Missouri's Senators lined up against the 
amendment, though Hennings, in the hospital, 
did not actually vote. 

The most disappointing votes were those cast 
by non-Southern Democrats and Republicans, 
mostly from small states, who could have saved 
Section 3 at no political risk to themselves had 
they refused to line up with the Southerners 
who are trying to reduce the civil rights bill to 
a nullity. 

This group included such Democrats as 
Church of Idaho and Mansfield and Murray of 
Montana, and such Republicans as Flanders and 
Cotton of New Hampshire, Saltonstall of Mas- 
sachusetts and Smith of New Jersey. 

Have the bill’s chances of passage been ap 
proved by this amputation? So it is claimed, 
but we shall believe it when we see it. Only 
the opponents of civil rights can gain by a proc- 
ess of diluting the bill in successive doses and 
then filibustering against the depleted remnant. 

The next major test will come on a jury trial 
amendment, designed to draw the teeth of the 
voting-rights section. On that amendment, as 
on the Anderson-Aiken proposal, the roll call 
will show who is really for civil rights—and 
which party can make the strongest bid for 
Negro votes in 1958 and 1960. 
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As a Contribution to Medicine 

The study of anatomy has been the keystone 
of a medical education for centuries but in re- 
cent years there has been a dearth of bodies to 
use in the instruction of students. Social secu- 
rity, pensions, insyrance and other factors that 
reduce pauperism are reducing the number of 
unclaimed bodies, many of which used to go 
to the medical schools. 

Missouri in 1956 became the tenth in a group 
of states which permits persons over 18 years 
of age to will their bodies to a recognized insti- 
tution for use in anatomical studies. And since 
then more than 30 alumni and friends of Wash- 
ington University have willed their bodies to its 
School of Medicine for anatomical study. The 
comment of a medical student in today’s letter 
column shows how very valuable such eontri- 
butions can prove. That is only the beginning. 

Surgical ability and diagnostic skill grow out 
of the anatomical studies made of cadavers. 
Viewing pathological changes which alter 
normal structures in the course of disease is 
of the utmost importance to students and to 
physicians who are making special studies. The 
studies of pathologists have been responsible in 
recent years for the accomplishment of much 
in the treatment of diseases having their origin 
in the endocrine glands. And presently new 
light is being thrown on cancer, diseases of the 
nervous system and virus maladies. Before all 
this could even be attempted, a thorough basis 
in anatomy was essential. 

The willing of bodies to medical institutions 
could be the means of solving one of the most 
difficult problems confronting the field of 
medical education. Those who choose to make 
such a contribution will know this final act is 
one of true philanthropy. 
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Britain’s Quandary in Oman 

Britain’s quandary in the remote desert Sul- 
tanate of Muscat and Oman seems to be a source 
of sweet satisfaction to a rather alarming array 
of nations. 

Russia is pleased, as shown by new Moscow 
Radio attacks on British “imperialism.” Col. 
Nasser of Egypt must be happy, for spokesmen 
for the anti-British rebels of Oman are now 
housed in Cairo. Beyond that, the same anti- 
British line is being developed by Saudi Arabia, 
which appears to be the source of the Oman 
rebellion. 

The revolt of the Oman desert tribesmen 
against the Sultan thus is a good deal more 
than a local affair, and it has already frayed 


Still, as James Morris’s recent book, “Sultan 
in Oman,” makes clear, if the Omani rebels 
should overthrow the Sultan, the new oil fields 


been peaceful and free to develop in its own 
way under British treaty protection. And Brit- 
ain has a grave interest in the mouth of the 
Persian Gulf, from whose coasts comes much of 
the oil for Europe. 

On Washington's part, the involvement of 
King Saud in the rebellion in a neighbor state 
must be a source of embarrassment. American 
diplomacy has wined and dined the King, and 
supposedly wooed him away from Col. Nasser 
with dollars, guns and oil royalties. Now what 
kind of prop does he make for Western policy 
and peace in the Middle East? 
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Merit in City Hall 

St. Louis taxpayers and their 8600 municipal 
employes all would benefit from the improved 
merit system provided in the proposed new 
City Charter. The new system would be oper- 
ationally more efficient and it would give city 
employes several important protections they 
do not now enjoy. Everyone thus will have good 
reason to approve the Charter at the Aug. 6 
special election. 

The new Charter’s merit system is based on 
the existing plan, which was created by amend- 
ment of the present Charter in 1941 when St. 
Louisans got sick and tired of constant hirings 
and firings at City Hall for political reasons. 
The new Charter clarifies and improves that 
plan as indicated by the experiénce of the last 
16 years. Merit is still its guiding principle. 

One change for the better is that the Director 
of Personnel is made responsible to the Mayor, 
who is finally responsible to the people for the 
workings of the whole system. In the present 
system the Mayor has no definite responsibill- 
ties, and this has provided an opportunity for 
buck-passing between the executive office and 
the personnel office. 

Another improvement ts the requirement that 
compensation plans be submitted to the Board 
of Aldermen in time for the pay question to be 
considered along with the budget. Presently a 
pay plan can be bucked to the Aldermen after 
the budget has been adopted. This could cause, 
and has caused, vexing financial problems. 

The new merit system would retain the cur- 
rent prohibitions against discrimination based 
on a worker’s politics, race or religion. A new 
feature would forbid discrimination against a 
city employe who belonged to a labor union. 
The new Charter also would require the Alder- 
men to pass ordinances providing benefits for 
city workers injured in on-the-job accidents. 

One other new provision that city workers 
ought to find attractive deals with overtime. A 
section of the new Charter requires that city 
employes who work overtime must receive 
either premium pay or compensating time off 
within 90 days. At present many city employes 
work overtime and get neither compensating 
time off nor premium pay. 

The 1941 merit system amendment won a 
handsome victory at the polls. The new system 
is part of a substantially improved new Charter 
that deserves similar popular support. 
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O.E.D.

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G.M. Over-Charge to Pentagon ? 

However General Motors may feel about it, 
the General Accounting Office certainly be- 
lieves that the Government was seriously over- 
charged on a 1952-55 contract for F-84F fighter 
planes. Comptroller General Joseph Campbell 
says bluntly that G.M. “realized a profit of 
$17,459,200 in excess of that contemplated in 
the price redetermination negotiations.”

The Sultanate of Muscat and Oman 
is a sickle-shaped strip of Persian Gulf 
coastland that again poses a threat to 
the serenity of relations between the 
United States and Great Britain on the 
one hand and the United States and 
Saudi Arabia on the other. A situation 
could arise in which British troops 
would face United States arms fur- 
nished by Saudi Arabia. 

The long-smoldering Persian Gulf 
row has been out in the open for sev- 
eral years. Prime Minister Anthony 
Eden of Great Britain on Oct. 26, 1955, 
announced that British-officered Arab 
forces had expelled Saudi Arabian 
forces from the Buraimi Oasis. This is 
on the disputed border between Saudi 
Arabia and the British-supported Sul- 
tanates of Abu Dhabi and Muscat and 
Oman, and is believed to be rich in oil. 

The British charged King Saud of 
Saudi Arabia with supporting the in- 
dependence movement of the Imam of 
Oman, a religious leader subject to 
the Sultan of Muscat and Oman, Said 
ben Taimur. In 1920 the Imam and 
the present Sultan’s father had reached 
an agreement whereby the Imam was 
recognized as spiritual leader of the 
tribesmen and the Sultan as political 
leader. Saudi Arabia in 1955 charg

Russia Re-Analyzed 


RUSSIA IN TRANSITION AND OTHER 
ESSAYS, by Isase Deutscher. (Coward. 
McCann, 253 pgs., $4.50.) 


Isaac Deutscher, a former Polish 
Communist now a British subject and 
internationa#y known commentator on 
Russia, usually is either highly praised 
or roughly damned. This is unfortunate, 
for if his vision is limited it is also 
penetrating. The 14 separate essays 
in this work were previously published, 
most within the past seven years. They 
are uneven in quality, sometimes 
poorly organized. The author, who is 
confident and opinionated, has a style 
and infectious enthusiasm that could 
indicate approval of policies and indi- 
viduals where none is meant. 

Ex-Communists, he believes, “know 
least what it is all about,” should re- 
tire to a watchtower to view events with 
as much detachment as possible. He 
deplores the pressure to identify one- 
self completely with either the West or 
Communism. Deutscher himself, who 
appears strongly anti-capitalist, seems 
to look more to the East than West— 
at least, his analyses of events in Rus 
sia are made from that country’s pos- 
tion. There is a strong Marxist cast 
to his thinking. This and a Tolsto) 
like quest for the underlying causes of 
historical movements caused him to ac- 
cept—though not necessarily approve— 
past events as final, which limits future 
possibilities and current alternatives. 


Still, many of the author’s prophecies 
have proved correct. He called the 
turn on de-Stalinization and the return 
to Leninism, in 1950 hinted that Rus- 
sia, like Napoleon, might have trouble 
with its satellites. ever, he has 
underestimated Khrushchev’s personal 
power, perhaps because he is not con- 
cerned with practical politics. The 
importance of the temporary thaw in 
Soviet intellectual life now seems to 
have been greatly overestimated, pos 
sibly because of the author’s tendency 
to take too uncritically reports from 
Russia. In calling Leninism essentially 
“non-totalitarian,” he shows a lack of 
understanding of the basic nature of 
Soviet Communism, which is much 
more favorable to Stalinists than even 
limited “democrats” such as Gomulka, 
Polish Communist head. 

Deutscher’s work includes an inter- 
esting essay on George Orwell's satire, 
“1984.” It is informative, much of the 
criticism is valid. However, if Orwel! 
failed to appreciate the legitimate use 
of power in governing, he did under- 
stand well its abuses and also the e™- 
battled dignity of the individual in the 
current era.

ES, it’s time to get out the 
y preserving kettle when the 

local markets are piled high 
with homegrown produce. Just 
take a look at the ingredients 
in the recipes included in the 
feature story on this e and 
you will note that the great 
majority of them are on the 
current “good buys” list. 

Scan the first recipe—toma- 
toes; our own homegrown ones 
are bursting with that superb 
first-of-the-season flavor. Pears; 
the California Bartletts are in- 
creasing in supply and although 


they ‘t cheap, you only need 
two of ‘em. Apples; weil, 
you can’t beat the Wealthy and 


Duchess apples for cooking pur- 
poses, Onions; one of the bar- 
gain buys. And so it goes right 
on d the line. 

Or out that recipe for 
reach preserves made in a 
skillet, if you prefer. Now there 
is a recipe for the working gal 
who does her cooking in an 
apartment kitchenette, and on 
a live-alone scale. 

So whether you are cooking 
for a gang or a twosome, it’s 
time to get out the preserving 
kettle. It doesn’t matter wheth- 
er you are stocking a fruit cel- 
lar or very limited shelf space; 
something you made yourself 
from summer’s bounty will taste 
mighty special some fine day in 
the future. 

There is a little of the good 
housewife of yesteryear in most 
of us no matter how modern 
and sophisticated we may con- 
sider ourselves. Something 
fundamental that is satisfied 
only when we follow the ages- 
o'd urge to bake bread on a 
v inter’s day, or “put up” some- 
thing on a summer's day.

F IT’S any sort of a relish 
| or sauce that you have a yen 

to make, it’s a safe bet that 
tomatoes and onions will be 
the chief ingredients. And there 
you are in luck, indeed The 
quality of the homegrown to- 
matoes has been excellent; they 
are not too expensive and prob- 
ably will be cheaper when 
Michigan begins shipping in 
quantity, thus increasing the 
over-all supplies, Onions are a 
bargain buy, the fancy, large 
Spanish ones being the only ex- 
ception. 

Of all of the vegetables now 
in market, corn probably de- 
serves the spotlight this week. 
It is coming from many areas, 
including that grown locally. 
It’s interesting to note that 
much of the homegrown corn is 
now receiving much better care 
—it is being iced immediately 
after picking and rushed to the 
markets, often being in the pro- 
duce bins in a matter of hours. 

This means that we get fresh- 
er, sweeter corn, but of course 
it also means that we may pay a 


bit more for it since you can’t get 


away fromthe old basic prin- 
ciple that it takes more money 
to produce a better product. 
Celery should be an excellent 
buy this week, as should green 
peppers. Incidentally, it’s inter- 
esting to note that most of the 
homegrown peppers seem to 
be quite nice in size this year. 
The majority are of the thin- 
shelled varieties, very good for 
sclads. 
Okra is priced about as low 
rs you will find it during the 
ar, and the quality is good. 
tatoes are still a good buy, 
th prices down on the red 


Vegetables in the moderate 
rice bracket Include cabbage; 
c:uliflower; cucumbers; endive, 
escarole and romaine. 

Eggplant is still a little on 
the high side; lettuce is defi- 
nitely expensive and that flat 
statement includes leaf lettuce. 
Broccoli is not as plentiful as 
it has been, a circumstance 
which probably will be reflected 
in the prices. Carrots cost more 
money, and chances are they 
will continue to be _ high. 
Spinach is scarce; white scallop 
summer squash should be rea- 
sonable along with zucchini, but 
acorn will cost more money. 
And add radishes and green 
onions to the list of vegetables 
which are in the upper 
brackets.

pick? Not a single one, of 
course. Some man dreamed that 
one up. Every woman knows 
that pickles and pickling have 
always belonged strictly to Mrs. 
P. Piper's department, 


Pickling used to be a pretty 
trying summer ordeal when it 
involved long hot hours in the 
kitchen, turning out jar after 
jar after jar. But no longer, now 
that gas and electricity have 
taken the heat out of cook- 
stoves, and the modern Mrs. 
Piper has learned to take the 
easy, relaxed way of brewing 
a few—not more than a dozen 
or so—jars at a time. 

Spicing is a simple matter, 
too, thanks to the blend called 
mixed pickling spice, This mix- 
ture of peppercorns, tiny red 
peppers, whole allspice, mustard 
seed, bits of cinnamon bark, 
whole cloves, cracked ginger, 
mace and several other whole 
spices makes for good flavored 
pickles every time. There are 
usually about 14 different, 
fragrant spices in mixed 
pickling spice. They are care- 
fully selected, proportioned and 
machine-mixed so that even the 
novice spice cook is assured of 
a perfect spice flavor bouquet 
with a mere dip of the measur- 
ing spoon. 

From this same spice mixture 
it is possible to concoct a wide 
variety of delicious relishes, 
chutneys, pickled fruits and 
vegetables. 

In Fruited Chili Relish, mixed 
pickling spice makes the un- 
usual combination of pears, 
apples, onions, tomatoes and red 
peppers a delightful adventure 
for the palate.

NEW BULLETIN ON JELLIES, 
JAMS OFFERED BY USDA 


Grandmother was famous for 
her fruit conserves and pre- 
serves, but granddaughter can 
match her fame, and even sur- 
pass it, with much less effort. 
Grandmother's choice of fruits 
for jellies was limited to those 
naturally high in pectin or com- 
binations of high-anc-low pectin 
fruits; today’s homemakers can 
buy commercial pectin in liquid 
or powdered form and use just 
the necessary amount. 

A United States Department 
of Agriculture bulletin entitled 
“How to Make Jellies, Jams 
and Preserves at Home” (HG 
56) is just off the press. It of- 
fers newer tomesaving ways of 
making jellies and jams.

HE following recipe for ap- 
T ple jelly is taken from the 
new USDA bulletin on mak- 
ing jellies and jams, which con- 


tains over 50 recipes for fruit 
jellies, jams, marmalades, con- 
serves and preserves. Some are 
made without pectin, some with 
liquid pectin, and some with 
powdered pectin. 


Apple Jelly 
Made Without Pectin. 


Use tart, firm apples. After 
sorting and washing, remove 
stems and blossom ends and cut 
apples into small pieces. Do 
not pare or core. It takes about 
three pounds of apples to make 
four to five six-ounce glasses. 

Add one cup of water per 
pound of apples. Cover and 
bring fruit to boil on high heat:

Removing Wall Molding. 

ot so very long ago people 
Nias couldn't get enough 

molding. They used it out- 
doors and they used it indoors 
and sometimes they liked it so 
much that they used it on the 
walls to produce a panel effect. 

People today aren't quite 
keen about molding because it 
collects dust and makes the job 
of papering or painting a wall 
just that much more difficult. 
People who really dislike this 
type of molding take it off and 
here is how to go about it. 

Much of the wall molding in 
older homes was nailed to the 
wall studding before the plaster 
was applied. This means that 
when the molding has been re- 
moved you are going to have 
quite a lot of patching to do to 
produce a smooth even wall 
surface. 

In a few cases the molding 
was applied over the plaster 
and this type of installation will 
produce only a minor patching 
problem. 

Molding can be removed by 


prying it from the wall. Slip 
the blade of an old chisel under 
the molding and heave until 
you've enough space to insert 
the claws of a hammer. Use a 
block of wood in back of the 
hammer head to prevent it 
doing great damage to the 
plaster wall. 

Once the molding is out of 
the way, cut a thin strip of 
metal lath and fasten this into 
the recess left by the molding 
in the plaster. The lath should 
be nailed to the wall studding. 
Dust out any loose particles of 
plaster, wet down the edges of 
the surrounding old plaster and 
then fill the area in with patch- 
ing plaster.

AROLD FRANKLIN, “Brit- 
H ish champion, reports in the 

British Bridge World that 
there is a mounting interest in 
duplicate tournaments in Eng- 
land and this is raising the 
standard of play of the average 
player.
